Notes to Financial Statements

1, SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES
A. Introduction

The Louisiana Beef Industry Council (the Council) is a companant unit of the State of Louisiana created
within the Louisiana Department of Agriculture, as provided by Louisiana Revised Statutes (LSA-R.S)
3:555. The Coauncil is composed of eleven members, whom are tha commissicner of agriculture, the
president of the Louisiana Cattlemen's Association and nine cattle producers. Five catile producers are,
appointed by the executive cammittee of the Louisiana Cattlemean’s Association, one representative of the
Louisiana Livestock Auction Markets Association, and three representatives of the Louisiana Farm Bureau
Federation. The commissioner of Agriculture serves as an ex-officio member of the Council. The
members serve three-year terms with no mamber sarving more than two consecutive terms. The Council
is responsible for helping develop, maintain, and expand the state, national and foreign markets for cattle
and beef products produced, processed, or manufactured in this state, and to permit the cattle production
and feeding industry of this state to contribute to the development and sustenance of Louisiana and
Nationally coordinated programs of product improvement. The operations of the Council are funded by an
assessment levied on Louisiana catile marketed within or outside of the state. The assessment revenues
are established by the Federal Beef Promction and Research Act of 1985, 7 USC 2901-2918 and by Act
587 of the Louisiana Legislature.

Reporting Entity

Section 2100 of the GASB Codification of Govaernmental Accounting and Financial Reporting Standards
{GASB Codification) established criteria for determining the governmental reporting entity and component
units that should be included in the reporting entity. In conformance with GASB Codification Section 2100,
this entity is a component unit of the State of Louisiana because the Council is not legally separate and the
state holds the Coungcil's corporate powers. The accompanying basic financial statements present only
the transactions of the Louisiana Beef Industry Council, a componant unit of the State of Louisiana.

Basis of Presentation

The financial statements of the Council are prepared in accordance with accounting principles generally
accepted in the United States of America. The Council's reporting entity applies all relevant
Governmental Accounting Standards Council (GASB) pronouncements and applicable Financial
Accounting Standards Council {FASB) pronouncements and Accounting Principles Council (APB) opinions
issued on or before November 30, 1989, unless they conflict with GASB pronouncements. The Council
may aiso apply all FASB pronouncements or interpretations issued after November 30, 1989, except for
those that conflict with or contradict GASB pronouncements.

Basis of Accounting

The accompanying financial statement have been prepared in conformity with general accepted
accounting principles {GAAP) generally accepted in the Uniled States of America using the accrual basis
of accounting. Revenues are recognized in the accounting period in which they are earned and
expenses are recognized in the period incurred.

Use of Estimates

The preparation of financial statements inconformity with accounting principles generally accepted in the
United States of America requires management to make estimates and assumptions that affect the
reported amounts of asses and liabilities and digclosure of contingent assets and liabilities at the date of
the financial statements and the reported amounts of revenue and expenses during the reporting period.
Actual results could differ from those estimates.

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES — Con't.

Cash and Cash Equivalents

Cash includes amounts in demand deposits, interest bearing demand deposits, and time deposits. Cash
equivalents include amounts in time deposits that mature within 90 days after year end and other
investments with original maturities of 90 days or less. Under state law, the district may deposit funds in
demand deposits, interest-bearing demand deposits, or time deposits with state banks organized under
Louisiana law or under the laws of the United States.

Under state law, the districts may invest in United States bonds, treasury notes, or certificates. These
are classified as investments if their original maturities exceed 90 days. However, if the original
maturities are 90 days or lass, they are classified as cash equivalents.

Capital Assets

Capital assets purchased in excess of $5,000 are recorded at historical cost and depreciated over their
estimated useful lives(excluding salvage value). Estimated useful live is management's astimate of how
long the asset is estimated to meet service demands. Straight line depreciation is used based on the
following estimated useful lives:

Furniture 5-7 years
Equipment 5-10 years

Revenues and Expenses

Revenues and expense are recorded on the accrual basis of accounting. Operating revenues and
expenses include income and expenditures related to the continuing operation of the Council. Pringipal
operating revenues are federal assessments established in accordance with the Federal Beef Promotion
and Research act of 1985 on all Louisiana cattle purchased or sold within or outside of Louisiana and a
state assessment on all cattle marketed within or outside Louisiana. The Cattlernen’s Beef Pramotion and
Research Board receives $.50 of the federal assessments. These distributions are deducted from the
federal assessments on the Statement of Revenue, Expenses and Changes in Fund Net Assets. Principal
operating expenses are the costs of providing services and include administrative expenses. Other
revenues and expenses are classified as non-operating in the financial statements. Using the accrual
method of accounting, the revenues for assessments are recorded in the Statement of Revenue,
Expenses and Changes in Fund Net Assets as earned. Expenses are recorded as they are incurred.

General and Administrative Expenses

The Board has entered into an General and Administrative Services Agreament with the Louisiana
Cattlemen’s Association (LCA) whereby LCA will provide certain general administrative services to the
Board in return for reimbursement of all direct and indirect cost related to the provided services. During
2007, the Board paid LCA $121,500 for services related to this agreement.

Encumbrances

Encumbrance accounting is used to record purchase orders as they are incurred to reserve that portion of
the application appropriation. This method of accounting is not employed.

Statement of Cash Flows

This statement is prepared using the direct method. For purposes of this statement, this entity considers
all highly liquid investments with a maturity of three months or less when purchased as a cash equivalent.

2. RECEIVABLES

Aeceivables are assessments on the sale of cattle that were collected after the fiscal year ended. The
Council has not established an allowance for doubtful accounts.

3. DEPOSITS WITH FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS

GASB Statemant 40, which amended GASB Statament 3, eliminated the requirement to disclose all deposits
by the three categories of risk. GASE Statement 40 requires only the disclosure of deposits that are
considered to be exposed to custodial credit risk. An entity's deposits are exposed to custodial credit
risk if the deposit balances are either 1} uninsured and uncollateralized, 2) uninsured and collateralized
with securities hald by the pledging financial institution, or 3) uninsured and collateralized with securities
held by the pledging financial institution’s trust department or agent, but not in the entity’s name.

INTRODUCTION

The Louisiana Beef Industry Council {the Council) was created by the Louisiana State Legislature under the
provisions of Louisiana Revised Statute 3:555. The Council is a component unit of the State of Louisiana created
within the Department of Agriculture. The Council is composed of eleven members, whom are the commissioner of
agriculture, the president of the Louisiana Cattlemen's Assaciation and nine cattle producers. Five cattie producers
are appointed by the executive committee of the Louisiana Cattlemen’s Association, one representative of the
Louisiana Livestock Auction Markets Association, and three representative of the Louisiana Farm Bureau
Federation. The commissioner of Agriculture serves as an ex-officio member of the council. The members serve
three-year terms with no member serving mora than two consecutive terms. The Councll is responsible for helping
develop, maintain, and expand the state, national and foreign markets for cattle and beef products produced,
processed, or manufactured in this state, and to permit the catlle production and feeding industry o this state to
contribute to the development and sustenance of Louisiana and Naticnally coordinated programs of product
improvement. The operations of the Council are funded by an assessment levied on Louisiana cattle marketed
within or outside of the state. The assessment revenues are established by the Federal Beef Promaotion and
Research Act of 1985, 7USC 2901-2918 and by Act 587 of the Louisiana Legislature. The following is a brief
description of the operations of Louisiana Beef Industry Council which includes the parish/parishes in which the
Council is located:

A SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES

1. BASIS OF ACCOUNTING

In April of 1984, the Financial Accounting Foundation established the Governmental Accounting Standards
Board {GASB) to promulgate generally accepted accounting principles and reporting standards with respect
to activities and transactions of state and local governmental entities. The GASB has issued a Codification of
Governmental Accounting and Financial Reporting Standards (GASB Codification). This codification and
subsequent GASB pronouncements are recognized as generally accepted accounting principles for state and
local governments. The accompanying financial statements have been prepared in accordance with such
principles.

The accompanying financial statements of the Louisiana Beef Industry Council present information only as to
the transactions of the programs of the Louisiana Beef Industry Council as authorized by Louisiana statutes
and administrative reguilations.

Basis of accounting refers to when revenues and expenses are recognized and reported in the financial
statements. Basis of accounting relates to the timing of the measurements made, regardless of the
measurement focus applied.

The accounts of the Louisiana Beef Industry Council are maintained in accordance with applicable statutory
provisions and the reguiations of the Division of Administration — Office of Statewide Reporting and Accounting
Policy as follows:

Revenue Recaqnition

Revenues are recognized using the full accrual basis of accounting; therefore, revenues are recognized in
the accounting period in which they are earned and become measurable.

Expense Recognition

Expenses are recognized on the accrual basis; therefore, expenses, including salaries, are recognized in
the period incurred, if measurable.
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B. BUDGETARY ACCOUNTING

The appropriations made for the operations of the various programs of the Louisiana Beef Industry Council
are annual lapsing appropriations.

1. The budgetary process is an annual appropriation valid for one year.

2. The agency is prohibited by statute from over expending the categories established in the budget.

3 Budgel revisions are granted by the Joint Legislative Committee on the Budget, a committee of the
Louisiana Legistature. Interim emergency appropriations may be granted by the Interim Emergency
Board.

4.  The budgetary information included in the financial statements includes the original appropriation plus
subsequent amendments as follows:

C. DEPOSITS WITH FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS AND INVESTMENTS
1. DEPOSITS WITH FINANCIAL INSTITUTIONS

For reporting purposes, deposits with financial institutions include savings, demand deposits, time deposits,
and certificates of deposit. Under state law the Louisiana Beef Industry Council may deposit funds within a
fiscal agent bank selected and designated by the Interim Emergency Board. Further, the Louisiana Beef
industry Councit may invest in time certificates of deposit in any bank domiciled or having a branch office in
the state of Louisiana; in savings accounts or shares of savings and loan associations and savings banks and
in share accounts and share certificate accounts of federally or state chartered credit unions.

For the purpose of the Statement of Cash Flows, all highly liquid investments {including restricted assets with
a maturity of three months or less when purchased) are considered to be cash equivalents.

Deposits in bank accounts are stated at cost, which approximates market. Under state law these deposits
must be secured by federal deposit insurance or the pledge of securities owned by the fiscal agent bank. The
market value of the pledged securities plus the federal deposit insurance must at all imes equal the amount
on deposit with the fiscal agent. These pledged securities are held in the name of the pledging fiscal agent
bank in a holding or custodial bank in the form of safekeeping receipts held by the State Treasurer.
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GASB Statement 40, which amended GASB Statement 3, eliminated the requirement to disclose all
deposits by the three categories of risk. GASB Statement 40 requires only the disclosure of deposits that are
considered to be exposed to custodial credit risk. An entity's deposits are exposed to custodial credit risk if
the deposit balances are either 1) uninsured and uncollateralized, 2) uninsured and collateralized with
securities held by the pledging financial institution, or 3) uninsured and collateralized with securities held by
the pledging financial institution’s trust department or agent, but not in the entity's name.
